2. The Communists crrest people without warrant or search permit. Arrests 
are executed in complete secrecy at night by detectives in plain clothes. 
These detectives enter by forcing the door or vy climbing through win~ 
dows when the person wanted is asleep. The man in the etreet seldom lLears 
of an arrest at once unless it takes Place in the house he lives in. 
A man living in an upper story of a house in the old French Town was 
arrestec. one night recently, and the people living downstairs were awakened 
only when the detectives asked them to open the house door and let them 
out with their prisoner. 


3. Wo one knows whore arrested persons are detained. The family of the arrest- 
ed perecn is allowed to carry food twice — week to the Police Headquarters 
on Foochow Road for forwarding te the prisoner. Hig relatives are not 
allowed to see him while be is in jail. The accused himself seldom knows 
what he is charged with and cannot have the services of a lawyer. He is 
completely at the mercy of his captors.

There ig no standard rule as to which court shuuld try which case. Most 
cases are handled by the Public Safety Bureau or the People’s Law Court. 
For public trials, the practice wag formerly to summon representatives 
from all. quarters e? the city, and the proceedings were broadcast for 
radio listeners. Later participation was limited te those who lived in 
the vicinity of the accused's home, and still later te the residents of 
his street. The reason for limited varticipation was that when the num- 
ber of people was too great, the miority of those present did not knew 
the accused at all, and his public trial failed to achieve the desired 
effect. 


Trials are aleo conducted by the Committee for the Examination of 
Counterrsvolutionary Cases { K & © # & G@ @ ) and the Plenary 
Conference of the Municipal Council ( > ft” a 4b KW BAR 
These were organized after a resolution had been passed by the "Plenary 
Conwerence of People's Representatives of All Circleg in the Municipality 
of Shangaai." These tvo organizations hold the preliminary examination 
of countsrrevolutionary cases before they are transferred to the Public 
Safety Bureau or People's Law Court for trial. ‘The findings of all 
courts in Shanghai are subject to confirmation by the Committee of 
Military Control.

une 1951. Actually the property of counterrevolutionaries sentenced to 
death or life imprisonment, or with suspended death sentences, had near~ 
ly all deen confiscated, with the exception cf a part set aside for the 
support of the family, long before this promulgation, which simply 
regularized an exlating state of affairs, The regulations provided for 
the organization of “committees for the total suppression of counter- 
revolutionaries at basic leye.;” and fized the procedure for bringing 
counterrevolutionaries to trial and the punishment to which they vere 
lfable. 


There ar2 three tynes of punishment ~ death, imprisonment and parole. 
Death seatences may be gusvended for two years, during which the con- 
vict dows forced labor and shows evidenve of reform, Paroles may last 
from one to five years. Criminals who do not deserve imprisonment are 
hanced over to the police, who are responsible for their control and 
reform. The police may,in fulfilling this reaponsibility,call on the 
assistante of the general public. The prisoner on parole is deprived 
of his palitical rights and of the right to certain special services, 
defined In the official document "Temporary Methods of Controlling 
Counterrevolutionary Elements in Shanghai" as follows:- 


a. The orivilege of casting a vote in an election and the right +o 
stand for election. 


b. The right to hold an official post in the governnent service or 
any oublic organization. 


c. The right to receive decorations and honorary titles fron the 
Government . 


ti. The right te receive bonuses from the Government. 
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é. All freedom of sveech, of writing cr pudlication, ef forming an 
organization ur calling a meeting, of travel or change of residence. 


f. The right to own certain specified businesses and engage in certeiu 
specified occupations. — 


The Public Safety Bureau sometimes, but not always, dictates to personas 
on parce what work they are to do. The method adopted for watching a 
Person on parole is for the police to enlist the heip of the paroled 
man's ueighbore through the “Committee for the Total Suppression of 
Counterrevolutionaries at Basic Level.’ ‘hia committee:

The numiere tried for counterrevolution in all courts at Shanghai be- 
ween 27 April and 31 August 1951 are shown in Appendix 4. The table te 
confirmed by a recent announcement putting the number tried in this 
period et 8,000. Those sentenced to death (including suspended death 
sentences) are usually revorted by name. Life imprisonment is rarely 
imposed, but names are sometimes given. Paroled and acquitted prisoners 
are never named.

Many much propaganda writers were triad, but none 
of then received such severe vuniahment. There is no proof that he help- 
ed anyone to gc to Taiwan. Bis crime was his attempt to leave China. 
It fe beldeved that the heavy punishment wes an example to frighten 
thera who were planning to go to Taiwan, 


a? Phe punishment for veing a vegrant seems to be over-harsh, CHANG Tsan- 
fan wae an insignificant vagrent who was sentenced to death. It is 
believed thet this is a casa of punishment for an exanole.

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Other erimes inelude the following: 


&, Superstitious beliefs: These mst be sunpreased, accoréing to the 
Commnists, because people with faith in gods and sviritea are not 
sufficiently submissive to political orders; their total suppression 
is therefore neceesary to establish supremacy of power. 


&. Reactionary political affiliations; FEI Ju-sheng was one of the 
Parliamentary representetives of Shanghai under the Nationalist 
Govarnmens. He visited Taiwan and Choushan after the fail of Shanghalt. 
According to the normal rules, he would hare been shet for being a 
reactionary who shows no elgn of repentance, but he was given life 
imprisonmen’. There may have been a personal reason for such lentency. 


co Jaber espiounge: This ts chargei agninet recaleitrant factory work- 
ers who sre unsubmissive to trade union volicy. Recently a certain 
CHEY Sfiao-meo and his viols fanily were put to death because CHEN 
waa found to be a "spy" in his fectory. Workers, however, have a 
habit of maintaining friendly feeling and relations with their lead- 
er, even though he be a "labor soy". For this reason, it is very 
difficult te conduct a "struggle meeting" in any factory, because 
the workers ce not wish to accuse each other. Such murdere as that 
of CHEN dco not vroduce the desired intimidating effect. 


Tae Comrunists tave no fixed method of determining penalties. A good 
arancle is the case of WU Cheng-weil and PI Chi-chang, who ware the 
clava ard teeth of the Japanese gendarmes. Six Communists had been 
slaughtered by the Javanese through their agency; therefore PT ani wU 
ware arrested, but WI was sentenced to only fifteen years and PI to only 
six years invorisonnent. 


Merchants or persons connected in a prominent capacity with local organ-~ 
izations are often released on bail. For instance, one BO Ping~heng was 
@ eub-meanager of the Agriculture and Industry Bank. He joined 4 party 
symmathetic to the regime and paid a fee of JMP 2,000,000,000 whereby 

he’ became a member of the Shanghal Municipal Council. Because he confess- 
ed this after hia arrest and supvorted his confession with evidence; he 
ware alloyed to go free.
